Council to vote soon 
on 600 modular homes

A series of zoning requests 
that could lead to the erection 
of 600 modular homes on 120 
acres off Wayne Road, near 
Ecorse Road in Romulus is 
slated for a hearing next 
month before the City Council. 

If erected the site would be 
known as The Reserve at Arrow 
Pointe , according to Richard A. 
Schoenherr, vice president of 
Elro Corp. 

Schoenherr said that the 
planned modular home subdi¬ 
vision would be extremely 
unique for the area and the 
state in that it would give 
buyers options on one or two

story homes or homes with 
large attached garages. 

In addition the subdivision 
would include a 10-acre nature 
preserve including various 
historical trees including 
seeds that had visited the 
moon as well as homes similar 
to those near the homes of for¬ 


mer Presidents George Wash¬ 
ington and Thomas Jefferson. 

The homes project did not 
win an endorsement from the 
Romulus Planning Commis¬ 
sion. 

A city planner claimed the 
housing plan is not compatible 
with the city’s master plan. 

Various city officials have 
stated in recent months that 
the city has a strong need for 
more upscale homes in the 
$140,000 to $180,000 price area. 

Others have said the Wayne- 
Ecorse Road area is one of the 
“gateways” to the city and thus 
they are looking for such up¬ 
scale homes for that area. 

But it is not known for sure 
what stance city council mem¬ 
bers will take on the requests. 


City, school 
miEBage veto 
delayed 1 week

Romulus city and school 
district voters will be given an 
extra week to decide how they 
want to vote on local millage 
proposals late this summer. 

The state Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s office has postponed the 
vote on a one mill city pro¬ 
posal for a new recreation cen¬ 
ter and the school district’s 
educational packet from Sept. 
20 to Sept. 27. Both dates are 
Mondays. 

Both local governing bodies 
voted Monday night to delay 
the election process after dis¬ 
cussing the issues with a rep¬ 
resentative of the state’s 
Attorney General’s office. 

The state AG representative 
had stated earlier that he did 
not approve of the time ele¬ 
ments listed in the city’s refer¬ 
endum - since it did not list a 
starting point for the 20 year 
millage plan. 

Mayor William Oakley had 
wanted the millage ending to 
remain mute, in case the city 
was able to pay off the cost of 
the proposed rec center before 
the two decade time period 
was completed. 

But the AG’s office re¬ 
mained adamant on a fixed 
starting date and thus the date 
of July 2000 was added to the 
millage ballot statement. 

The AG rep also ruled that 
the delay pVaced the city be¬ 
yond the date for a Sept. 20 vot¬ 
ing date...and thus the public 
vote was delayed until Sept. 27 

- forcing a one day delay also 
in the City Council meeting 
slated for that night. 

A public vote on Detroit Ed¬ 
ison’s franchise agreement 
with the city also will be de¬ 
layed until Sept. 27. The utility 
company will pay for part of 
the election day costs. 

The school district proposal 

- which will actually contain a 
school millage reduction - re¬ 
portedly will contain plans for 
the erection of a new elemen¬ 
tary school in the Beverly 
Road area, additions to all 
seven existing schools, a swim¬ 
ming pool at the high school, 
as well as an advanced tech¬ 
nology system for the entire 
school district. 

Oakley announced that the 
city/school district will put to¬ 


gether a campaign committee 
to explain the ballot proposals 
to the public. 

The kick-off of the cam¬ 
paigns is slated for Aug. 1, 
Oakley revealed. 

At that time former Middle 
School Band Director Dick 
Kruse will return to the school 
district and serve as its public 
relations official for the mill- 
age campaign.

Charles Sprinkle, a retired 
General Motors worker who 
underwent a heart transplant 
on Friday the 13th four years 
ago, died in Beaumont Hospi¬ 
tal last Thursday (two days be¬ 
fore his 61st birthday). 

His wife, Patricia, said “his 
heart worked beautifully right 
up until the end.” 

Sprinkle was given the 
heart of a 23-year-old back in 
1995 in the Pittsburgh Medical 
Center, his wife explained, and 
thus he gained three strong 


years after that and in the past 
year Sprinkle began develop¬ 
ing problems based on compli¬ 
cations from medication he 
was taking connected with the 
transplant’s aftermath. 

“He had a good life and I’m 
thankful for the four extra 
years he gained via the trans¬ 
plant,” his wife said. 

“But I definitely will miss 
him, since in addition to being 
my husband, he also was my 
best friend!” 

His wife said Sprinkle en¬ 
joyed deer hunting and fishing 
and was extremely happy that 
he was able to attend his 
daughter, Stacy’s wedding last 


year. 

A private memorial service 
for the family will be held 
later. 

Pat Sprinkle was a school 
bus driver in the Romulus 
School District for a number of 
years. Recently she was named 
a custodian at Romulus Mid¬ 
dle School. 

Mr. Sprinkle was born July 
24, 1938. He was the father of 
four children: Stacy (Michael) 
Iscaro, Shane (Lisa) Sprinkle, 
Richard (Tracy) Makela and 
Matthew Sprinkle and grand¬ 
father of eight, Tiffany, Amber, 
Trisha, Ashley, Anthony, Rich¬ 
ard, Kevin and Sarah.

Site review board selection due

The Romulus City Council 
and Wayne County Commis¬ 
sion should be receiving let¬ 
ters from the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality on Monday urging 
them to select their represen¬ 
tatives for a pending site re¬ 
view board. 

That board will review the 
deepwell facility proposal and 
recommend changes in re¬ 
sponse to community impact 
and other matters involved in 
the project sought by Environ¬ 
mental Disposal Systems. 

The site review board com¬ 
posed of 10 members (includ¬ 
ing a non-voting chairman - 
who will be a Michigan attor¬ 
ney) is slated to be created by 
Sept. 15 and the board would 
then hold its first meeting on 
Oct. 15 in Romulus. 

The eight permanent mem¬ 
bers will be selected by the 
DEQ from a pool of board can¬ 
didates offered by Gov. John 
Engler. 

Steve Sliver of the DEQ told 
the Romulus Roman that he 
had met with leaders of the 
EDS last Friday. 

Sliver revealed EDS was 
told that various efforts had to 
be completed prior to the offi¬ 


cial setting up of the site re¬ 
view board - which would 
hold extensive hearings in Ro¬ 
mulus later this year. 

“We’re at a crossroads right 
now,” Sliver said Tuesday, 
“and we will be meeting today 
or tomorrow to decide whether 
to proceed or not next week.” 

“If it is a go on Aug. 2," 
Sliver said,”we would proba¬ 
bly then both fax and mail our 
requests to the city of Romulus 
and Wayne County on Mon¬ 
day.” 

A representive for the city 
of Romulus needs to be ap¬ 
pointed soon, Sliver said, and 
that rep does not have to live 
in the city. 

That selection is totally up 
to them, because it is a diffi¬ 
cult job (the selected rep’s) to 
be done, Sliver said. 

The County Commissioners 
need also to quickly select 
their representative. That per¬ 
son however needs to reside in 
Wayne County. 

The Site Review Board will 
be given a copy of the DEQ’s 
answers to questions raised by 
the Romulus-Taylor area pub¬ 
lic at a recent meeting at the 
Romulus High School. 

The first site board meeting 
will be basically one to get to 
know each other and learn

Nothing gets a neighborhood’s dander 
up more than a proposed commercial de¬ 
velopment expected to drive down prop¬ 
erty values. We have seen court fight after 
court fight spawned by angry neighbors in 
opposition to a proposed shopping center 
The latest spirited effort to defeat com¬ 
mercial development is taking place in 
Wayne where a proposed Arbor Drugs is 
planned for the comer of Newburgh and 
Glenwood. Many of the area’s longtime 
residents are in hot opposition to the pro¬ 
ject, and one, Joan Dawkins is spending 
most of her waking hours to see that the 
project is defeated. 

Her problem, however, is an uncooper¬ 
ative City Council and City Hall, that for 
whatever reason, is determined to see 
that a third new drugstore in a year’s 
time, is built in the small town of Wayne. 

Dawkins, a real estate broker by trade, 
has cried foul on two points. First she can¬ 
not understand why the City Council 
would overturn the vote of its own plan¬ 
ning commission to deny Arbor’s request 
to rezone the property in question from 
residential to commercial. In fact, the 
commission has turned down the propos¬ 
al twice. By a 5-2 vote, giving the City the 
two-thirds majority they need to overturn 
a planning commission’s recommenda¬ 
tion, the City Council approved the plan 
on July 20. 

Secondly, after receiving an opinion 
from the Attorney General to the con¬ 
trary, Dawkins cannot believe councilper- 
son, Shirley Powser, who is an employee 
of Arbor Drugs, was allowed to vote on the 
issue. 

Richard Clark, City Attorney, in defend¬ 
ing his decision to allow Powser to vote, 
didn’t give much weight to the attorney 
general’s opinion. It is only that- an opin¬ 
ion, and an old one at that, claimed Clark 
And in the City of Wayne, obviously our 
own attorney’s opinion carries more 
weight 


The opin¬ 
ion, however, 
is pretty clear 
cut “A mem¬ 
ber of a city 
council who 
is employed 
by a corpora¬ 
tion seeking specific quasi-judicial action 
from the city council is in a conflict of in¬ 
terest and may not participate in, nor vote 
upon, such official action.” 

All of this could have been avoided 
however, if Ms. Powser, would have ab¬ 
stained. That is the way of the world on 
most political boards. If there is a hint of a 
conflict of interest the politician normally 
does not vote. I don’t understand why this 
situation lends itself to or different set of 
ethics. 

Dawkins vows to fight on. She and 
neighbors have hired an attorney to possi¬ 
bly take the rezoning issue on to the 
courts. Her efforts to obtain published le¬ 
gal notices and minutes from meetings 
have been thwarted by City Hall, as they 
evoke the Freedom of Information Act as 
a mean to stall or delay providing her with 
the public information she and all citizens 
are entitled to. 

Dawkins thinks the very people she 
helped elect to public office have snubbed 
their collective noses at one of Wayne’s 
nicer neighborhoods. Of the five coun- 
cilpeople that voted for the rezoning, 
Dawkins has these bitter words: They 
think “they are all powerful, and the citi¬ 
zens of Wayne can count on neither the 
city’s master plan, nor the city’s planning 
commission, nor the city’s own protective 
ordinances, nor perhaps even the laws of 
our land to protect them from the people 
who have been chosen to represent 
them.” 

Tough words from a disgruntled citizen. 
Expect to hear more as this rezoning is¬ 
sues progresses.

Cop unions say 
city was wrong to 
reduce force 

To the Editor: 

The Wayne Police Com¬ 
mand Officers Association and 
the Wayne Police Officers As¬ 
sociation wholeheartedly dis- 
agre^.with, and strongly 
disapprove of, the administra¬ 
tive decision to reduce the nu¬ 
mber of police officers 
protecting the City of Wayne. 

On July 6,1999, Police Lieu¬ 
tenant Mel Drews retired after 
25 years with the Wayne Police 
Department. Some person or 
persons within the City admin¬ 
istration made what we feel 
was an arbitrary and capri¬ 
cious decision NOT to replace 
Lieutenant Drews. The citi¬ 
zens of the City of Wayne will 
now have one LESS police offi¬ 
cer serving their collective 
public safety interests than 
they had before. We believe 
this decrease in personnel 
does not serve the best inter¬ 
ests of the City, its residents, 
the Police Department or its 
employees. At a time when 
other police departments are 
increasing in size, this City has 
chosen to reduce the number 
of police officers in Wayne. 

No other Department 
within the City has lost a full 
time position for the 1999-2000 
budget year. Indeed, the bud¬ 
get approved by City Council 
does not show a reduction in 
the number of officers for the 
current budget year. Yet we 
have been told there was not 
enough money available, and a 
position had to be cut Why at 
the Police Department? At a 
time when the City is spending 
millions of dollars on brick 
walkways, new street lights, 
renovations for the community 
center and the purchase and 
renovation of private parking 
lots throughout the City, the 
decision to eliminate a Police 
Officer seems at best, poor 


management. We feel other al¬ 
ternatives that would be much 
more acceptable to both the 
employees and the citizenry 
were either not explored or 
simply discounted out of hand. 
No one has offered us a logical 
explanation. 

This fall the citizens of 
Wayne will be electing four 
Council members. It is our fer¬ 
vent hope that the citizens will 
elect representatives that feel 
police service in this commu¬ 
nity is a higher priority than 
the current City administra¬ 
tion feel it is.

Money greases 
Senate chins; 
hardly matters 
now, who wins 

To the Editor: 

Decades ago, Mahatma Gan¬ 
dhi listed seven root causes of 
violence. One was “politics 
without principles.” We’ve 
morbidly watched that pre¬ 
dicted violence erupt in many 
poor countries, but never wor¬ 
ried about it here. 

Maybe we should start. No, 
not because rebellion hangs in 
the air, but because participa¬ 
tion in elections continues to 
plunge. Fewer than half of reg¬ 
istered Americans now nor¬ 
mally bother to vote, and 
millions more don’t bother 
even to register. They’ve come 
to feel, rightly, that their vote 
doesn’t much count. They feel, 
again rightly, that money is 
what counts. 

There is a limit to how long 
a nation, even one with Amer¬ 
ica’s tradition of civic peace, 
can survive such rejection of 
the electoral process. Those 
Montana farmers who blocked 
Canadian wheat at the border 
this year have basically given 
up on a government which will 
pass NAFTA. They took the 
law into their own hands. 

The devil, it’s clear, is’ 
money. The United States is 
rapidly sliding from a democ¬ 
racy into a plutocracy. Elec¬ 
tions go to the candidate with 
the most bucks. In the 1998 
(non-presidential) federal cy¬ 
cle, the Republicans raised 


$380 million, the Democrats 
$240 million. That’s up 41 per¬ 
cent from four years earlier. 
The 2000 cycle will be much, 
much worse. Candidates, from 
president on down, have al¬ 
ready raised many millions. 
The Democratic race is now 
winnowed down to just two 
contestants, seven months be¬ 
fore the first primary. The Re¬ 
publicans seem to be down to 
one. And it should come as no 
surprise that the leading con¬ 
tenders of both parties are dar¬ 
lings of big business. Others 
need not apply 

My own section of Connecti¬ 
cut is especially sensitive to 
this dollar hunt. 

Many very wealthy citizens 
live here. And so, it sometimes 
seems, do the candidates. Clin¬ 
ton, Gore, Bush, Dole, Bradley, 
etc., are hardly news here any¬ 
more, so often do they pop in. 
for fund-raisers. We have 
plenty of ghettos and homeless 
too, but they go unnoted by our 
visitors. 

But while the presidency 
may be hotly contested, most 
congressional races won’t. Our 
senator and six representa¬ 
tives will all be re- elected 
without incident or notice. 
Fund-raising and gerryman¬ 
dering will see to that. 

And more alarming than the 
election are the ultimate legis¬ 
lative fruits of this money tree. 
Take Y2K. An awful battle was 
just settled in Congress. The 
computer makers of Silicon 
Valley - the folks who are ba¬ 
sically at fault - wanted to 
avoid being sued for their neg¬ 
ligence. They poured in cam¬ 
paign contributions to buy a 
special law to protect them 
from litigation. But their arch 
enemies, the trial lawyers, saw 
a courtroom gravy train 
headed their way. Thus they 
poured in contributions to 
head the law off. 

No doubt you’ve also read 
plenty about the other special 
interests who keep raising the 
election ante. Heavy contribu¬ 
tors these days include gun 
makers, chemical companies. 
Big Steel, hog farmers, ca¬ 
sinos, realtors, agribusiness, 
timber cotters, Big Oil, fighter- 
plane builders, Wall Street, to 
bacco, banks, airlines, and 
hundreds more. 

Nationally the Democrats 
are understandably leading 
the charge to reform this mess, 
since they’re the ones who are 


losing badly in the dollar race. 

Republicans, just as under¬ 
standably, are stonewalling 
change, since they’re winning. 
At the state level, that same 
backroom fight is being 
echoed, except that half the 
states, mercifully, allow for a 
referendum. 

That’s important, because 
wherever reform makes it onto 
the ballot, it wins. Unfor¬ 
tunately that’s not good 
enough. Washington is where 
the big action is. 

If Congress fails to move, 
one fine day a bunch of angry 
average citizens are doing to 
decide they’ve had enough and 
won’t take it any more. And 
they may not wait until a con¬ 
venient election day to hit the 
streets.

I recently had the pleasure 
of test driving the 1999 GMC Si¬ 
erra. I enjoyed the style, how¬ 
ever, I found it to be very 
pricey. Even though it was a 
V8, there are other trucks on 
che market that are just as nice 
for a lesser price. 

Like its mechanical twin 
(.Chevy's Silverado), GMC’s full- 
size Sierra is just about all 
new for 1999. Maybe that’s why 
the price is high. Not to say 
that others in its class are not 
high, but, it should have at 
least had an extended cab for 
the sticker of $32,247. 

GMC claims that every as¬ 
pect of the Sierra has been im¬ 
proved for 1999. Well, I test 
drove the 1998 and the acceler¬ 
ation is better, but the V8 is the 
same, and so is every other as¬ 
pect of performance. The ride 
js just a tad bit rough though. I 
had expected it to be a little 
smoother. 

Don’t get me wrong, it’s a 
very nice truck, but the ex¬ 
tended cab that I tested 
months ago was nicer for the 
extra cash one would pay. I’ll 
give it the quietness that it 
boasts but not the comfort. I 
could not get the driver’s seat 
to adjust to a comfortable posi¬ 
tion. The seat back would not 
move up high enough for what 
I would consider a safe and 
well adjusted ride. I felt as if I 
were in a recliner, laying in 
what would be a back seat. So I 


had to sit up straight with my 
back not touching the seat 
back. 

In the extended cab, seating 
is a 40/20/40 bench with three 
across seating. In this truck, 
40% of the seating space is for 
the driver and 60% is for the 
middle and passenger. Driver 
and front passenger seat have 
adjustable restraints, seat 
mounted belts, forwards and 
tilt up adjustments and stron¬ 
ger as well as higher seat 
backs than on previous gener¬ 
ation Sierras. 

All of the electronic gadgets 
are just where you would like 
them to be. However there are 
so many that you have to 


search for the one you are 
looking for until you learn 
your dash and door panel. 

A stronger frame and stiffer 
cab add the toughness that a 
truck like this really needs. It 
also reduces squeaks and rat¬ 
tles. Unique styling that pre¬ 
serves the classic truck 
appearance clearly differenti¬ 
ates the Sierra from other 
trucks in its class. The step 
side adds a certain flair, but is 
high for most to step upon. 

The base 4.3 liter, 200 horse¬ 
power V6 carries over but a 
new range of V8’s squeeze sub¬ 
stantially more power out of a 
smaller displacement. Putting 


the pedal to the metal really 
gave it a supercharge feeling. 
Taking off from a light of merg¬ 
ing on the highway posed no 
problem at all. 

I know that I have men¬ 
tioned some deterrents. Just a 
few). My real problem is in the 
price and the fact that the 
doors lock automatically. I 
know that most of you are say¬ 
ing. what is wrong with that? 
Well, I’ll elaborate! What a 
great safety feature it is, how¬ 
ever, since they lock by them¬ 
selves, shouldn’t they unlock 
also? When you are driving at 
night, locking is great, when 
you arrive at your destination, 


and it is dark, you have to 
struggle to find the locks so 
that you can unlock the doors. 
I find that to be just a little bit 
difficult when you are search¬ 
ing for the button amongst the 
many that there are. 

The gas mileage was just 
what you would expect for a 
truck like this -16 miles per 
gallon in the city and 19 on the 
highway. 

As for price, well, here we 
go. Base price is $27,500, and 
as-tested $32,247. The ex¬ 
tended cab I tested months ago 


was $32,463. Not much differ¬ 
ence in price for what you are 
actually getting, but a whole 
lot different when it comes to 
roominess, drive, third door, 
and most important comfort. 
Large price, nice truck! 

I really do like this, truck, 
.however, I don’t think that it 
will fit into everybody’s price 
range. I didn’t get the oppor¬ 
tunity to check out the four- 
wheel drive this time around, 
but I did on the 1998 model. 
Let me assure, you it is, a ro- 
mDing stomping good time.

Traditions never really die, al¬ 
though they often change with the 
times.

He was 
devastated,” Gocaj explains. With 
the war still raging, John sought a 
job with NATO, and headed over¬ 
seas to lend a hand. Gocaj has kept 
the dream of the new Grill alive, 
though still concerned for his 
brother’s safely. “I’ll get it up and 
running, and it’ll be here when he 
returns home safely,” Gocaj says. 

Another dream of John’s was the 
recent addition of the Wayne Brew¬ 
ery, which this weekend will host its 
outdoor patio’s grand opening. Mid¬ 
dle brother Skender lent a hand in 
the patio’s opening, designing and 
helping to build the beautiful rail¬ 
ing around the patio. Gocaj says the

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Setting the standard in affordable housing 


The idea was simple enough-to 
offer senior citizens an affordable, 
community setting-which is fast be¬ 
coming the standard in senior citi¬ 
zen housing. 

When developer Kathy Makino 
first came up with a vision of afford¬ 
able one-story senior citizen apart- 
ments, each surrounding a 
courtyard, she was told by other de¬ 
velopers, “It can’t be done.” 

But as Adams Senior Village 
nears completion, she’s proving 
them wrong. “My idea was to build a 
community setting, where every 
apartment faces a courtyard, and 
the residents can sit out on their 
patios, instead of going into a high- 
rise apartment, which can be very 
isolating," Makino explains. 

And the idea works. The apart¬ 
ments allow senior citizens to keep 
many of the things they loved about 
owning their homes, such as gar¬ 
dens and patios, a true community 
setting, perhaps similar to their for¬ 
mer neighborhoods. 

At the same time, they’ll be of¬ 
fered optional services such as 
housekeeping, meals, prescription 
delivery and laundry, which will al¬ 
low people with a wide range of in¬ 
dependent living abilities to remain 
in their own apartments. 

Another reality that many senior 
citizens must face when it comes to 
their independence is finances. To 
address this issue, Adams Senior 
Village received the largest tax 
grant ever awarded for Michigan se¬ 
nior housing, so the rents are as af¬ 
fordable as possible. The village’s 
48 one-bedroom range in price from 
$132 to $432 per month. The two- 
bedrooms will go for between $157 
and $517. And the three- bedroom 
units will cost $203 to $595. Makino 
says these rents are a far cry from 
current options available to local 
seniors. “What they’re paying now is 
ridiculous,” she says. 

Each unit features a cathedral 
ceiling, large kitchen, patio, outside 
storage, French doors leading to the 
courtyard, central air, vertical 
blinds, alarm system and dish¬ 
washer. The two- and three- 
bedroom units also have walk-in 
closets, and there is a laundry facil¬ 
ity in each 10- apartment group. The 
only hard and fast requirement to 
live in this unique community is the 
age requirement-residents must be 
aged 55 or older. 

Makino says other developers 
told her it would be too costly to 
build such a community, due to the 



extraordinary costs of building one- 
story developments, as opposed to 
high-rise units, but she adds, “Now 
that they’ve seen it, other devel¬ 
opers in the state are saying we’ve 
set the trend for senior develop¬ 
ment.” 

Shortly after all of the 12 build¬ 
ings are complete, Makino says ad¬ 
ded services will be available. “It is 
our intention to offer one meal a 
day in the clubhouse, which would 
be an optional program, as well as 
housekeeping and laundry service. 
And we’re working with a local 
pharmacy to have prescription de¬ 
livery available to our residents,” 
she says. 

Right now, three of the 12 build¬ 
ings is pre-leased, and ten families 
are currently living at the village, 
located on 14 and half acres on Pal¬ 
mer Road at Venoy.

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Inkster company rids city of hazard@ys waste site

Helping to revitalize Inkster’s job 
market, cleaning up a hazardous 
waste site, and building a fuel re¬ 
cycling plant are a few accomplish¬ 
ments Pete Uhte feels pretty proud 
of. 

The president of Advanced Re¬ 
source Recovery bought the former 
hazardous waste processing plant 
on Princeton after it closed a couple 
of years ago. Right away, the current 
owners negotiated with the state an 
agreement which would clean up 
the site and revitalize it. 

“As of last August, there is no 
hazardous waste here,” Uhte ex¬ 
plains. The plant now accepts waste 
nonhazardous waste waters and oil. 
The water is processed to accept¬ 
able conditions for safe disposal 
and the oil is processed and re¬ 
cycled, used as EPA on-spec fuel, 
used by utilities and industrial 
manufacturers. “We recover oil that 
would be disposed of and recycle it 


to use as a fuel,” says Uhte. 

“We basically succeeded in re¬ 
moving a hazardous waste facility 
from the city of Inkster,” he adds. “If 
we hadn’t come along, the waste 
would still likely be sitting here.” 

Uhte is also proud that the com¬ 
pany generated 22 new jobs in the 
city, half of which were filled by Ink¬ 
ster residents, most of whom lived 
in the very same neighborhood as 
the plant. 

While Advanced Resource Re¬ 
covery has brought the site up to all 
existing EPA requirements, the 
company is still diligently working 
to progressively address future en¬ 
vironmental requirements and are 
continuing their containment and 
processing upgrades. This summer, 
Advanced Resource recovery began 
the three-year plan to dispose of the 
original tanks which were installed 
in the 1940s. 

“This is the first time since the 


1970s that the city of Inkster has not 
had a hazardous waste facility and 
we can be proud of that,” Uhte says 
of the site.

Community Transit is a curb-to-curb 


reservation service designed to meet 
the special needs of people who cant 
access SMART’S regular fixed route 
services within Wayne, Oakland, and 
Macomb counties. All Community 
Transit buses are wheelchair lift- 
equipped and each person must call 
SMART to schedule their ride. Al¬ 
though anyone can ride Community 
Transit, the service gives special priori¬ 
ty to senior citizens, people with dis¬ 
abilities and people with medical 
needs. When scheduling a ride, 
SMART recommends making a reser¬ 
vation at least two days ahead of time 
to avoid schedule conflicts. 

Community Based Service Pro¬ 
grams are different from Community 
Transit because they are even more lo¬ 
cally tailored and operate under the 
specific direction of each municipality 
through special funding and buses pro¬ 
vided by SMART. For example, 
Nankin Transit, which represents Gar¬ 
den City, Inkster, Westland, and Wayne 
through an inter-local agreement, pro¬ 
vides special transportation programs 
to residents based on the guidance of a 
board of city representatives. 

"Once a year Nankin Transit works 
out a contract with SMART to operate 


our services within our four cities," 
said Dick Fernandez, executive direc¬ 
tor of Nankin Transit "The relation¬ 
ship works well because SMART has 
the expertise to monitor and apply for 
grants and provide buses while we 
have a 25 year experience of serving 
our residents." 

Because of partnerships like this, 
Nankin Transit provides approximate¬ 
ly 100,000 rides per year to the resi¬ 
dents of Garden City, Inkster, West- 
land, and Wayne. 

Another SMART service, Fairlane 
Job Express, focuses on taking people 
of Wayne County directly to their work¬ 
place. For example, if a rider of 
SMART’S 185, 200, 240, 250, or 265 
routes gets dropped off at Fairlane 


Town Center, that person can hop on 
the Fairlane Job Express Van for an 
extra 50 cents and get dropped off at 
the door of their place of employment 

"Our Fairlane Job Express service 
was one of our first Job Express ser¬ 
vices," said Dirks. ’It’s really been a hit 
resulting in a lot of positive feedback 
from our riders." 

SMARTS services have made signif¬ 
icant strides in bringing successful 
transportation programs to local resi¬ 
dents. The future of public transporta¬ 
tion looks brighter because of the au¬ 
thority’s planning and hard work.

With a full-time 
activities coordinator, there is al¬ 
ways something going on in the din¬ 
ing room that serves as the activities 
room when nreals have been 
cleared away. 

And those residents who. aren’t 
mobile enough to make it those ac¬ 
tivities are visited daily by staff who 
engage in whatever level of activ¬ 
ities the residents can enjoy.

“We have a really great activities 
department that even functions 
with patients that are in bed,” says 
Whitt. “We get them as mobile as 
possible and activate their minds.” 
Committed to providing the highest 
level of subacute care in the most 
cost-effective setting, this 153- bed 
facility is designed specifically for 
treating the seriously ill patient 
who requires highly skilled nursing 
and/or aggressive therapies.

weekly meetings,'to assure quality 
outcomes. 

These facility-wide efforts are 
largely started at the top, explains 
Whitt. “Our new administrator, 
Gayle [Sinkowski] really promotes a 
team effort,” Whitt says. “She 
doesn’t think for a second about get¬ 
ting right in there and dressing or 
feeding a resident. She just does it 
because she cares for our patients.” 

Subacute costs are generally 20 
to 60 per cent less than the charges 
for comparable care in traditional 
hospital settings. Individual rates 
can be negotiated and third-party 
payers are billed directly from 
Farmington Health Care’s business 
office. 

After Farmington Health Care’s 
recent state licensure approval, a 
process which places a moratorium 
on new patients until completed, 
the facility is ready to accept new 
residents. “We’re ready to go, full 
steam ahead,” says Whitt. 

Because the facility provides a 
high level of services, Whitt says 
more residents will also mean an 
increased and immediate demand 
for more staff.
